1] Antiemetic

2) Antibiotic 

A- Penicillin (100,000 unit/kg] 

• Penicillin G [3 L.E): vial 1,000,000 units for strept. Infection 10 times more 
potent than other penicillins 

• Tablets: ospen (1000) 1000,000 (4.5 L.E) per tablet -> ^ io J& o~J 

• Benzathine penicillin 

Trade name: Durapen-S (5 L.E), lastipen (2.75 L.E), penadur (4.10 L.E), 
penicidLA (1.50 L.E), retarpen (4.50 L.E), pencitard (3.75 L.E) 
- All are vial 1,200,000 IU 
Dose 

Less than 27 Kg -* Vz vial every 2 weeks 
More than 27 Kg -» 1 vial every 2 weeks 
B- Ampicillin (50-100 mg/kg/day) 

• Oral not effective -» less than 40% are absorbed from GIT 

• Good with shigella infection 

• As injection

• Ceftriaxone 3 rd generation 

o Painful so with IM solvent is lidocaine 

o If I M is given IV it will lead to cardiac arrythemia, arrest 

E- Gentamycin (5-7 mg/kg/day) 

F- Amikacin [15mg/kg/day)

G- Erythromycin (30-50 mg/kg/day)

Antipyretic 

A- Paracetamol (10 mg/kg/dose every 4-6 hours) 

• Cetal syrup (250 mg/5ml0 

• Cetal drops: ^ J£l Jaai 3 

B- Ibuprofen (10-15 mg/kg/dose every 8-12 hours) maximum (40mg/kg/day) 
C- Diclofenac (0.5-1 mg/kg/dose) maximum (2mg/kg/day) 

• No suppositories before 6 months 
D- Paracetamol + ibuprofen

Steroids 

A- Hydrocortisone (5-10 mg/kg/dose every 4-6 hours) 

B- Dexamethasone (0.25-0.5 mg/kg/dose every 8-12 hours)

1) Diazepam (0.5 mg/kg/dose)

2) Cause 

A- Febrile convulsions 

• 6 months - 5 years 

• Once per disease 

• Recurrence 15% in another disease 

• In all not more than 2-3 times in all age: 4j^ j*& ^ ^>\j* 3 up- *i j^ ^ j^

• EEGis normal 

B- Atypical febrile convulsions 

• Treated as a case of epilepsy 
C- Metabolic 

1- Hypocalcemia
